Will Be Built As Conclave 
traction. 



Miniature Mammoth Cave to be 
Constructed by L and N. 
Railroad. 



To take up a hole in the ground 
by the roots and transport it a nun 
dred miles for exhibition purposes 
is a project that would appeal 
ciusively to an enterprising genius 
of the twetnieth century. The 
cital of the tale of such an achit 
ment would be permissible only 
this era of wonders, and a man \v 
100 years ago, had proposed such a 
thing, would have been in serious 
danger of losing his head for the 
practice of witchcraft. 

There is a serious project on fcot 
right now to carry the idea into 
effect— maybe not literally— and a 
monster black hole, wierd, fanciful 
and winding, will in a few weeks 
be stretchsd out within the limits of 
Louisville for the exploration of 
pleasure seekers, It will bi the 
famous Mammoth Cave in miniature 
brought to one's own doorstep for 
one's own comfort and delight 

The master hand that is to stand 
sponsor for this enterprise ib the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad. 
The cause that is to produce the 
effect is the Triennial Conclave of 
the Knights Templar, to be held 
here in August. 

The thousand of pleasure seekers 
who will flock to the city the latter 
part of August will spread them- 
selves in large numbers over the 
State to see the things that have 
made it famous. Scores of inquiries 
about Mammoth Cave, its distance 
from Louisville, etc, have shown 
that this great natural wonder is 
awakening deep interest among 
outsiders. Many delegations have 
booked a side trip to the cave in 
their Conclave pilgrimage itinerary. 
These things have led the passen- 
ger officials of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad whose main line 
rund within eight miles of the en- 
trance to the cave, to decide to 
build a miniature Mammoth Cave 
in this city as one of the spectacles 
for the eatertaidmenttMidealigbteo- 
ment of Conclave visitors. 

Construction of Cave. 

The plans arc 1:1 process ot evolu- 
tion. A vacant lot in a central lo 
cation will be selected lor the site 
of the DOVel exhibit. Several scores

While Mammoth Cave has five dis- 
tinct "stories" the Louisville edi- 
tion will probably have not more 
than two. In addition to Echo 
rif er, the Rotunda, Gothic Avenue, 
the Giant s Coffin, the SUr Cham- 
ber, Mammoth Dome, the Cork 
Screw and other prominent features 
will no doubt be reproduced, and 
the entrance to the hole will be made 
as nearly as possible like the origi- 
nal. The miniature cave will be 
sufficiently large for the accomoda- 
tion of several hundred persons at 
once, and in case its construction 
is carried out along the lines 
railroad building the South 
Southwest now show a great degree 
of activity, but if any one will take 
even a casual survey of the map 
of the section it will become appar- 
ent that railroad building down 
1 by no means complete, 
are several north and south 
trunk lines of great import; 
and which probably will meet all 
requirements for many y 
Some; but an examination w ill show 
large areas wholly devoid of trans- 
portation facilities. And yet 
many ot those sections there are 
vast forests of the finest timber, 
minerals of great variety and com- 
mercial value, and land which, 
when cleared, will make as good 
farms as lie out doors. 

"On the subject of timber lands I 
must record art astonishing change 
which has occurred since I was 
down here about five years ago. At 
that time timber lands were almost 
a drug in the reai estate market, 
and any amount of good lands could 
be bought lor somewhere around 
$.J an acre. No one has to hunt 
for "bargains" at anything less 
than $5 an acre. Lumbermen from 
Michigap and Wisconsin have 
come in and bought up tracts by 
the tens of thousands of acres. 
Good yellow pine lands are being 
but infrequently offered, and 
prices have jumped up to at least 
100 per cent all round. Five years 
ago the red cypress men, who were 
then feeling blue over dull condi- 
tions of trade, agreed with a pro- 
moter to $7,000,000. Today these 
same people, who compose about 80 
per cent of those engaged, in the 
red cypress industry, and own at 
least that proportion of the availa- 
Hmerchantable red cypress 
timber standing, would hardly sell 
for $J5,000,O0O, and red cypress 
timber lands which could be 
bought for $6 or less then are 
pped up now at $12 per acre.'

SPANISH SHEEPSKINS. 

Whert the Untanned Hidei Comf From 
and How Prepared. 

Sheep are classified under the 
heads of lambs and sheep or ewes. 
Until the animal is one year old it 
is sold as a lamb. The skin of tho 
lamb is used for making gloves and 
is classified into "firsts" and "sec- 
onds." according to the fineness of the 
grain and the number of defects in 
the skin. 

.The skin of the Kxtremadura sheep 
is unsuitable for gloves and can only 
be used for inferior articles. 

In Millau and St. Julien, In Franc 
in Yeovil, in England, and also in 
several parts of Germany there an 
large tanneries devoted to the prep 
aration of the skins exported fron 
Murcia, Catalonia and La Mancha 
These tanneries, says a consular re 
port, either directly or through com 
mission firms, send a large propor 
tion of their output to the Unitei 
States, which is an important marke 
for glove skins 

When the animal is more full; 
grown its skin can no longer be used 
for making gloves, and it is then ap 
plied lo the manufacture of fancy 
goods, bookbinding, etc. Sheepskin: 
are prepared in two ways: Whei 
tanned with sumac they are used fo 
making cigar cases, pocketbooks 
purses, etc.; but when required foi 
leggings, aprons used by agricultural 
laborers, harness or anything that 
must be subjected to wear and tear, 
the skins are oak tanned. The for- 
mer— i. e., those prepared with su- 
mac—are extensively exported from 
Spain to Germany, whereas the latter 
fiml, or used to find, a good market in 
Cuba. Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

The manner in which the skin is 
removed from the carcass is as fol- 
lows: A small hole is made in one ot 
the hind legs of the animal; a strong 
pair of bellows is then inserted into 
this little aperture and air is blown in 
until the carcase is n ell swollen. The 
belly is then split open from end to 
end and the skin carefully removed,
